Responsive to the office action mailed 05/1 5/2002, Applicant's Attorney 
respectfully requests a five (5) extension of time to expire on 11/15/02. A petition 
for such extension and the required fee is enclosed/attached. An affidavit for a 
Small Business entity is also attached. 

Applicant elects the Group 1 claims consisting of Claims 1-62, 67-74, 78-82, 153- 
203, and 209-21 1 for prosecution in this case. Furthermore, Applicant elects the 
Specie A: Optical disc limitations have structure without an analyte-specific signal 
element required therein. 

Applicant identifies for the attention of the Examiner the following Sub Groups 
contained within the elected Group 1, Specie A claims identified above. Further 
restriction might be necessary as claim development continues. 

A) Sub Group A- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a 
non-analyte.

D) Sub Group D- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a 
non-analyte in combination with a single optical pickup. Claims 19- 
21,22,26-28 and 50; 

E) Sub Group E- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a 
non-analyte in combination with a single optical pickup and at least one 
player characteristic. Claims 29-32; 

F) Sub Group F- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a 
non-analyte in combination with a single optical pickup that gives at 



least one signal that is a quantitative measure of the size of the 
nonoperational structure. Claim 33; 

G) Sub Group G- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a 
non-analyte in combination with a cover. Claims 38-48 and 156-161; 

H) Sub Group H- Optical Disc having two reflective layers and a 
nonoperational structure that is a non-analyte. Claims 49,51-60; and 

I) Sub Group I- Optical Disc with a nonoperational structure that is a non- 
analyte in combination with a player. Claims 61 ,62 and 78-82. 



Applicant respectfully requests that the requirement for formal drawings be 
delayed until the allowance of claims has been given.
